European 
eablea to-day announce steady aotlvity in 
Mexican government six per conti, which 
remain firm in price. Well informed people 
do not believe that there will be a war with 
Guatemala."

London, Feb. 7. — Tho Daily News corre- 
spondent in Conotanlinople senda this dia- 
patoh ; " Tho Sultan recently ordered 
Prince Alexander Caratheodory, tho cele- 
brated tonriat publicist, to prepare a project 
of refornii for Armenia. A draft of tho 
scheme was submitted to His Majesty, who 
regarded it as incomplete, and instructed the 
Prince to make Itae final as posaibla." 

Editorially tho Newa will Bay to-morrow ; 
"Itia welcome newa that tho Amoric.\ns 
are joining in tho proteat against Turkish 
misrule. Boaton'a exceedingly opporthne 
appeal will douhtlcaa atrongthon the Sul- 
tan'a tardy roBolui ion to make tho roformi 
thorough." 

From Vienna tho Nowa loarna that a 
letter from Moo.ih received in Conalanti- 
noplo, auya that tho Sultan sent a cam- 
miBsion of Frzinghlan ofiiciala to Mooeh 
prior to tho arrival of tho Armenian com- 
mianion, to inquire aa to tho condition of 
uflaira. Tlio guarda at tho govornor'a palace 
twice drove away Armenians bringing a 
memorial to tho ooiiiinieaion, but the third 
tinnn aomo membore of the oommittion re- 
ceived tho Armenlana. 

The Sultan'a chief eccrotary, Houroya 
Pasha, recently died auddonly of heart dia- 
eaie in tho Sultan's preacnce, owing to the 
Sultan'a aovoroly rebuking him for hIa over- 
hoBiy execution of Hia Mojoaty'a order to 
telegraph Zonkl Paeha to quell the Sasaoun 
uprleing. The aoene occurred when tho 
Bultan Irarood of the rutbleia manner in 
which the Armenian movements bad been 
repressed.

snow storm off Fire island and at Sandy 
Hook, it would bo impoaalblo to convoy the 
tidlnga of the sighting of tho overdue French 
line steamer La Gaaoogne, even ahould 
she make her way up through tho 
ice Sooa. The marine observer at 
Sandy Hook telegraphs at 10 o'clock 
to night that tho weather ia so thick that ho 
cannot see tho channel, and aignala from any 
inooming steamer would bo unobserved. 
Tho lirat newa, therefore, would possibly 
cnmo from tho quarantine station should La 
Gaaoogne make this harbor to night. Every- 
thing regarding her now ia merely aurmiae, 
bub the general impreeaion is that she haa 
broken down and will either make sail or be 
towod into some port). 

Halikax, Ftb 7. — Tho Red Cross steamer 
San Domingo arrived at St. Johns, NflJ., 
from Halifax this afternoon ond reports hav- 
ing encountered fearful gales. Her decks 
were awept, tho wheel ohain broken, and 
sho wont broadside in the aoa and nearly 
foundered. Sho battled two days with tho 
Rtorm. Tho British steamer Alpha, from 
Bermuda, and the Norwegian steamer Bar- 
ucoa, from New York, are overdae, owing 
doubtless to the strong N. W. gales of the 
past three days. 

Gkkoa, Feb. 7. — A violent storm is 
sweeping along the coast. Twenty small 
vessels have been driven ashore near this 
port. Great damage has been done to build- 
ings in exposed positions and to piers and 
breakwaters.

niB Talk on SociallBm With a French Deputy 
— " Science and Bellgiou bbonld 
Uaroh Togetber." 

Paris, Feb. 7.— Le Petit Meridional, of 
Montpelier, reports a long converaation 

whioh Deputy Paul Vigne, R'idical Sooialiab, 
had with tho Pope during hia recent visit to 
Borne, Regarding the question of Soolaliam 
His Holinees aaid : " If Socialism msans the 
efforts made to Improve the condition of the 
poorer classes in a progressive, prudent and 
reasonable manner ; if yon apply that idea 
to whatever has been done to rea!ix:o more 
social juatioo in tho gnvernment of men, then 
it ia impojaiblo to purauo a nobler 
oim. Such was Iho work of Christian- 
ity, which inaugurated tho era of olemenoy 
and pioty and true fraternity at a time when 
cruel paganism was supremo, and when tho 
pitlloaa Koniau world was in upngfo. To 
occupy oneaolf with thn social (luealion with 
a clear conception of the giavu reaponsiblll- 
tles resting on all who hold wealth and 
authority, is to continue tho work of 
tho Divine master. It ia what I have nob 
ceased doing ainco my advent to tho throne. 
Aa to Iho parties in Franco to whioh the 
name Soolaliat ia given, I think their work 
will bo etorilo and they will be 
powerlesa aa loug as thoy do 
not lean on religion for support. 
Violent opposition to tho government by 
thoBo parties In France and (iermnny haa 
beoo;no ineroaaing and redoubtable ; bub it 
will all bo vain, because religion has been 
banished from therr.

UB. PLANTA'S CASE. 

Weary of Worry and Fnbllclty He Declines to 
Take Bali and Wants the Hatter Bronght 
to a Conclnslon. 

Nanaimo, Fob. 7.— (Special) -The J. P. 
Planta allair assumed a now and aomewhab 
Interesting position to-day, and Mr. Planta 
is now in jUI, having refnaed to "bother" 
bis friends any further in conaeotion with 
bail. He appeared before Judge Harrison 
this morning to ansvver to the charge of mis- 
appropriating funds. The first charge waa 
the one on which tho warrant was iasuod 
which brought him back from the American 
side. Thia waa for §28 of tho city funds 
alleged not to have been properly accounted 
for. In view of other and more aerioua mat- 
ters this charge waa dismiaaed. Then came 
a oharce of appropriating the sam of $1,299 
03 Sept^omber II, 189.3, from the funds of the 
late Frederick Humkey, of Wellington, 
while acting in the capacity of pablio ad- 
minlatrator of Inteatate estates. Saporin- 
tendent Hussey, who was conducting the 
caan for the prosecution, asked for a suffi- 
cient remand to secure an important affidavit 
from Vanoonver. TothisMr. Piantaobjeoted. 
First, beoauae he was anzioas to terminate 
the matter as soon aa possible, and sooondly, 
BB he was prepared to admit that the money 
had not been aooounted for in iv proper inBD-^ 
nnr. Ho would admit auch a breach of duty 
and ch'jorfully submit to auch punishment 
as might Inflicted. Judge Iliirrison was 
of opinion that the adjourntiicnt uakod for 
had better bo granted, but, wan willing to 
1 X X'ud bail in the interval, which would 
only be for ono day. Mr. I'lonta euid ho 
did not wish to put his frionda to further 
trouble and that if an adjournment was 
grant! d ho would go to jail. ,Iudgu Ilurri 
son Blill considering an adjourninont neces- 
sary, Mr. Planta left for Lho provirieiul j lil. 
In Lis remarks to the court I'laota stated 
that it waa not tho ultiinnto rebiilt of tho 
proceuilings that troubled him. It waa tho 
preliminary mattora and the publicity and 
ridicule to which ho had been subjootod, 
Thia huel already driven him almost to In- 
sanity and he wished it ended ({uickly, as 
ho waa prepared to admit anything and 
ovorytbiog that might be charged agaloit 
him. He did not see why ten minutea 
should not eettla the whole matter.

ConfesBions of Some of the Principals 
— ConvictlonB and Death 
Sentences. 



Lillnokalaui's Fositlou— Personnel of 
Uie Proposed Boyaliat Cabinet— 
Fnrtlier Advices. 

Honolulu, Jan. 30. — The Queou's abdi- 
cation wua not unexpected. la many quur- 
teriib ia looked opon aa a ruae to aooure 
olemenoy. lb la not generally oooaidered 
that ahe la ainoero in makinf; the proteata- 
tion. Since the laab adricea evidenoe of a 
very damaging oharaator haa been pllod 
around hor. She was arroatod on a militury 
warrant on the IG.h inat. Iho following 
day the premlaoa wore aearohed again and a 
number of daniagicg popera found. They 
■howed that Liliuokalani waa certain of lo- 
■toration, aa aha oven went BU far aa to havo 
A new cabinet made oat. It was to bo oom- 
poEod aa fjUows : Robert W. Wiloox, min- 
ister of foreign affaire ; Samuel Nowloin, 
miniBterof the interior; Ch^rlea T, Gulick, 
9>iliiater of finacco, and U. W. Aahford, at 
totney-gfineral. As asaooiate justiota ahe 
named Antone Rnaa and V. V, Ashford 
W. H. Rickard wao to be marshal. Gov 
ernora for the diifdrent ialanda were aeleot 
ed, a new oonatltution waa prepared by 
Charlea T. Ooliok, and in fsot everylhing 
was In readiness fnr the reatoration. 

Among the ex Queon'a pipera which were 
seized by tbe gavtrument, were found mem- 
oranda iu which uhu says Sprockula advised 
the uao of amis, but that ehu was doubiful 
about adopting snob desperate means, 
Amonq hor notes waa alao a reforenoe to the 
apaointment by her of a oommiaaioD to go to 
Washington City and see Preaidunt Cleve- 
land. She Btiya that, of the commissionprR, 
Samuel Parker tried to aell hia aeorot to \V. 
G. Irwin. J. O Cartel-, the ox Q aeon's 
cnunaellor, advised arbitration, and when 
young Spreckila adviaod force, she e^id she 
thought tbe urbitralion plan would pleaao 
Proeidont Cleveland better. Regarding the 
purchnso of iirmo, It is the iinprBusion thut 
young SpreckeU did not purchase the arms 
himaelf, bub simply advanced money on tho 
Queen's account and that tho arms v;ere 
purchaaed by somocne elao. Tho Queen'a 
oomtnent, when she made note of Parker's 
perfidy, was; ", How mean," 

The murc'jrer of Charlea L. Cirtor Ins 
been found. He ia a iiall white Ci\rpentur 
named Thomas Poolo. Wilcox cUiinud thut 
he know nothing of iho threatened outbreiik 
until one wetk before it commonced. He 
said that there were not nioro than .'iOO men 
at Diamond Head on tho Sunday evening 
when tho first ahot was fired. Tho trial of 
the loaders was concluded on the i20.h inat. 
A member of tho court is quoted as saying 
that if the death penalty is imp- aad the ex- 
eoutiona will take place quiotly, and tlit 
public will not be informed until they aro 
over with. Tho profound secrecy with 
whioh aff^iirs are oonduoted has led many 
oltlzena to believe that tbe olTeodora will be 
dealt with in a lenient manner. Iu conec- 
qnenoa of tbia theory, tbe members of the 
oitizans guard have mot and signed a peti- 
tion to President Dole to be firm, and pun- 
ish the rebela as they deserve. 

It ia known thuD the court-martial has 
passed the death sentence on aome of the 
rebele, preanmably Wilcox, Nowlieo, Ou- 
liok. Walker, Davi«8 and Rickard, and aen- 
tenoea of life imprisonment for many others. 
These deoiaiona have been banded to Presi- 
dent Dole for final judgment, and he will 
decide whether or not tbry afaalt be oarried 
out. It is certain that nothing will be done 
haatily or in a spirit of revengfe. 

On Che 2l8t insk, Charlea X. Qnliok, W. 
H. Riokard, T. B. Walker and W. T. Se. 
ward wore arraigned on a charge of treason. 
Walker was the only cno who plead- 
ed guilty. It was geoerally supposed 
that Seward purchased the arms and 
ammunition for tho rebels during his 
recent visit to San Franciaoo. It was proved 
in court that ho hired a native to remain on 
a small island on tho west eido of Oihu to 
watch for a vessel that was expected from 
tho ooasb. The schooner was a sealer named 
W. C Wehlborn, belonging to Sun Francis- 
co. The vessel was sighted on December 
19, and the arms and ammunition placed on 
board the steamer Wainianalo, an island 
vessel. They wore afterwards landed on 
Diamond Head. Copt. Davies, the master 
of the steamer, admitted all this and said he 
was approanhed first by W. H. Rickard, 
who engaged him to intercept the eealor and 
secure tho jrma. Ho was promised SlU.OUO 
for doing so. Ho received $20 of the amount 
mentioned. 

John Cummina, formerly a cabinot mlnia- 
tor, and now under arrest for conepiracy, 
stated that ho was told by Seward that ho 
had received a letter from the (.luecn telling 
him to go lo Sin Francieoo, where ho wouhl 
be furnished funds by Rudolph Spreckeln 
with which to purohiee arma. A friend ( f 
Spreckela' named Follis was also implicatod 
in the transaction. When tho Auatrulia 
arrived hero on tho 27th a aearoh waa made 
for W. H. Corn well uad Rudolph Spreokele, 
but they were not aboard. 

Samuel Nowlein told of frequent meetings 
held at Guliok'a realdenoe, ao whioh plans 
were discussed by himaelf, Onliok, Rickard 
and Seward. The rebellion waa planned for 
five months. The plan w«a to reatoro 
tbe Queen and the monaroby at the 
aame time. A new oonatltution was 
drafted by Nowlein, Gallok and Riokard. 
They bad the form for a martial law proola 
mation all ready. N.iwlein said that many 
foreigncra had ogretd to help him, but they 
failed to appear iu tho field. Charles T. 
Gulick presented s v.'ritlen statement lo tho 
court in which ho denied everything but the 
drafting of the constitution. HicUurd und 
Seward murlo no defense whatovur. 

On the a number of natives were 

tried on a charge of treason. 'J'liey were all 
on tho field of battle. Tbe fourth batch of 
priaonera wero tried on tho following day. 
There wore thirteen in tho crowd. The 
evidence ug.iinst thom waa conclusive. 

John Bowler, an Iriahman, waa tried on 
tlie on a charge of mi^priBion of treas- 
on. V. V. Aoliford is nn trial now on the 
Ciimo charge. In all i f tho abovo caaos no 
vordiut has been brought in by tlio court, eo 
fiir as tho public is aware of. It ia estima- 
ted that; the C!]mmisBion will bo in s^saion at 
leant two W(!ek8 yet, as there uro a largo 
number of prisoners to bo diapoaod of. Mar- 
tial law still cjniinues, in order to give val- 
idity to tho verdiota of tho court. 

It ia understood that Minister Willis has 
intereated himaelf in the oaaoa of Louis Mar- 
shall and Thomas W&lker, both of whom 
have claimed the protection of the United 
States. Mareball la oharf);ed with opon re 
hellion. Walker pleaded guilty to treason. 

Admiral Beardalee is a stranger here and 
little is known of bis stand in regard to this 
government. In close government circles 
it is feared that ho might oo.operata with 
Willis and land forces to prevent the finding 
of tbe court, when it ri fdra to Amorioan 
priaonera, from being oarried out.

TJMS YUKON COUNTRY. 

American Eesldonta Not Unwlllliitr Tbiit the 
Boundary He i'livorablo lo Caniulii. 
- U, H. Neglect. 

Skattlk, Feb. 7 — Q. A. Carpenter; 
editor of tho Alaska News, of Sitka, in an 
interview with a representative of the Poat- 
Intelligenoer, aaya that there ia oonatderablo 
exoitement is Alaska orer the boundary 
question. The Canadian government claims 
that Forty.Mile oreek Is in British Colum- 
bia, and has sent two gold oommlsaioners 
with power to make a report in relation to 
the gold dlaooveriea .and also aa to the 
smuggling of liqnoralatb' that region. The 
general opinion of miners coming ont of the 
Yukon river region is that Forty. Mile 
oreek Is in Uritlah Columbia. It Is veryfnear 
the line. Engineer Pratt, who conducted 
the boundary aurvoy for tho United States 
government, ia of opinion that the camp is 
located in Alaaka on American soil. If the 
claim set up by tho British ia correct, there 
is a prospect that Juneau will come wjthin 
tho limits of the territory claimed by the 
British under their interpretation of tho do- 
aoription of the boundary. This doaoriptioia 
says that in tho abaence of a mountain 
range tho boundary lino shall bo within ten 
marir.0 leagues of the ooasb lino. The Am- 
erican idea is that the lino ahall follow tho 
moandoringa oi tho bays and Inlets. 

Tho IdGi Is, from what I Can leirn frou) 
William Ogilvio, who has charge of tho 
Canadian surveying party, that tho Do- 
minion government ia now anxious to find 
out the mineral wealth of the Yukon valley 
in order to construct a good wagon road, or 
a narrow gauge railway, from ealt water on 
the ooaat to tbe headwatera on the Yukon 
river. In tho firat part of September last 
Ogilvie, with a surveying parly skilled in 
the use of snowahoes, atartcd out from 
Juneau for the head of Ti>ku inlet to make a 
preliminary survey and topographical report 
on the Taku route for tbe oonstruotioo of a 
road to tbe headwaters of the Yukon river, 
in case tbia road ia built this year there 
Is a possibility of a steamer being placed on 
the Yukon, conneoting L'lke Teaalin with 
Foriy Mile Creek, and other newly disonv- 
ered oampa, so that tho distance of 8U0 
milts from' Juneau to Forty Milu Creek can 
bo made in seven daya. aa against the present 
timo of from thirty toforly duyainopeuboats 
by the Chilkcot route. The general opinion 
c f reaidouts of Juneau, leaking out f.-om 
headquarters, ia that it is England's inten- 
tion, through the Dominion and provincial 
governmenls, to secure a foothold in Alaska 
territory by making tlioso improvements for 
internal travel and so us to aecure i\ seaport 
for her shipping and a place to estnbliah a 
naval and coaling station. 

American citi/.jns think that if tho loas ia 
euitained this country is not deaervioq of 
ih'i sympathy of the roaidonta. Mjny of 
tho most pronpornus miners in tho territory 
came from the C'^uaiar diatriot in British 
Columbia, which ^vaB onenod to inland 
travel iron; Wrangi-I, via i iio 3:,ickeen rivor, 
by a woll-cijuatruc cd wagon road and line 
of Btoaniora to the mining cimps. 

Thn people of Alaska feel that tho Ameri- 
can boundary survey parties havo been caiu- 
Icsa and negligent in their operations in 
determining ibe boundary line, by reason of 
fniluro to send surveying parties into the in- 
terior from tho coast for a distance of ton 
marine leagues, thus securing exact notes 
and descriptions of tho coat,t} range in tho 
vicinity of the boundary lino. Their obser- 
vabiona have' been confined to tho use of 
field glusacs from the quarterdecks of tbe 
United States survey ateamera Patteraon 
and Hassler. 

The three Canadian boundary survey 
parties scaled the high coast range to tbe 
very summit of the mountains, in many 
oases subjecting the men to imminent dinger 
to life and limb, In order to secure exact 
data relating to the highest of tbe monntain 
peaks, the nature of tbe topography and 
photographs of the important points, whioh 
wotild naturally make and mark a boundary 
line. The United States government should 
■how a disposition to learn the exact nature 
of the territory in cocfllot by appointing a 
commission with power to look into tho pes- 
sibility of building roads and opening up tho 
country properly, and by these improvements 
maintain tho rights already posaetaed. It 
ia u significant fact that the Ogilvio survey 
party has been sent out in tho vtry middle 
of tho present winter to make observations 
in tho most dangerous and coldest section of 
Southeastern Alaska to make a report on tbe 
Taku route in order that it may be acted 
upon Immediately.

A QUIDER AMBNDMBNT. 

The wording of Mr. MoGrcgor'a amend 
ment to tho local iVlinca Rogulution Act is 
peculiar. We may say hero that the pro 
poaed leglaUtion ia nob by any meana oom- 
plimentary to the managera of the ooal 
mines. It assumes that those managera are 
BO inorodibly stupid and so blind to their 
own intereata that they muat bo prevented 
by u stringent law from employing weak- 
minded persons and cripples to work in 
their minea. Kveryone knowa than an acci 
dent in a mine ia most disastrona to iti 
ownera and that the profits of a year or of 
many year may bo lost by the blunder of a 
stupid or a careless miner. It is therefore 
the owncra' interest to huvo none but capable 
men occupying important poiitiocs in the 
mine. Bat Mr. MoGregor'a amendment 
presupposes that the managers are 
not fit to bo trusted with tho 
selection of the men. Why is thia? 
Hua he found tho munagors of tho mines in 
and around Nanaimo ao stupid and so reck- 
less that a lawia required to give I he Welling. 
ton miners the power to oorreoti any binn- 
dera in the ohoioe of men that they may 
have made ? 

Here we oome bo the queation we pro- 
pounded yesterday. Ia Mr. McGregor's 
amendment noccaaary 1 Haa tho Legisla- 
ture, as it waa in duty and in justice bound 
to do, taken any meAanrea to inform itself 
on the subjaot ? Do its members know that 
the managers are in the habit of employing 
weak-minded and woak-bodied men to work 
in the minea ? Have they any idea of tho 
number and Llio nuluro of ihe acoidtinta 
which thu employment of men who are men- 
tally and pbysioally weak haa caused ? 
If they have not been informed on 
theae sabjeota, why are they aaked to 
paaa Mr. McGregor's amendment? They 
have no more right to interfere in tho man. 
ugoment of u mine, without good and sub- 
stantial reasons, than they have to interfere 
in thu management of the eatabliahmonts of 
grocors and tailors. Thia ia the principal 
part of the amendment : 

2. The powera and dutiea of the Inspector 
under section G9 of the " Coal Mines Ref<ula- 
tiou Act " ahall extend to the oaae of there 

being employed in a mine any person who, 
by want of understanding, knowledge, or 
aklU, or owing to mental or physical incapa- 
ol^y or inoompotenoy for tho porformanoo of 
the particular task or duty upon which ho ia 
ODgaged, or who from any causo is unable 
to clearly uuderatand instructions conveyed 
CO him, or ia or may be a source of danger to 
any other person in tho mino in which auch 
Dcrson ia for tho timo being employed, or 
whuno prcBonoo or employinout in auch 
mino oxpoaea or may expiiao any por- 
Hon to tliu riali of Ijodily injury ; anil it 
ohall bo thii duly of tho Inspector of Mineu, 
on tho iipijliciilion in writing of any llirco 
minora, wliuther cnipluyed in auoh n.ine or 
not, to examine any pi raon or poraoua em- 
ployed in any mine for the purpouo of ascer- 
taining 'vhethor any auch want of under- 
standing, knowledge, or skill, or any auch 
mental, physical, or other incapacity or in- 
competency exists on tho part of any poraon 
or persona ao omploypd ; and the employ- 
ment in any mino of any person or persona 
in whom Kuch want of undorstandiug or 
skill, or ijuch mental, phynical, or other in- 
capacity or incomputcncy exiacs, or Is found 
by the luflpeolor of Minea to eiiiat, shall ho 
deemed to be a matter, thing, or praotico in 
or oonnectc'i with such mino, and to bo dan- 
gerous and dtfuctivo within the moaning of 
tho said "Coal Minea Regulation Aot."

Toleration ia not very well or very gener- 
ally understood even in these days. A great 
many people aeem to think that they confer 
a favor on thoae who differ from them in 
mittera of religion when they refrain from 
treating them harBhly ond apeaking of them 
urikiodly. Ihoy boaat with considerable 
aelf-aatiafaction of allowing olhera lo buliovo 
aa they like and to worship tiod aa thoy may 
see &b. It never aeema to ooour to them 
that there ia no plaoe for allowanoe in the 
matter. Who gave them the power to allow 
others to entertain such opiniona on religious 
c|ueation8 as recommend themaolvoa to their 
re iBou ■; Thoy do not rcc.igiiiz.^ tho rifjhl in 
othera to allow them to think ua they please 
in matters of religion. They ought to 
bo able to aea that these others 
are in precisely the same position 
with roapect to them. No man 
or woman holds his religious opinions on 
BufTtrance. Thooo are his peculiar poa- 
soaaion. He is beholden to uo one for 
them and no one haa a right to reproaoh him 
or to meddle with him in any way on account 
of them. It ia really as roaaonable to any 
or to think that ho allows hia neighbor to 
breathe or to enjoy the aunlight as to im- 
agine that he tolerates him when ho ex- 
presses religious opinions different from bis 
own. Mo one apeaka of toleration in oon- 
neotion with the enjoyment of the beauties 
of nature. No one thinks of saying, " I 
allow my neighbor to take pleasure in tho 
beauty ef tho landscape," or, " I allow him 
to enjoy the aoont of flowera aud tho Qivor of 
fruita." But many a one does sny, "loan 
tolerate Calvinieta, bat I cannot abide 
Unltarlana ; I did not quarrel with the 
Universalian for I allow everyone to think 
as ho ploaaea in auoh mattera." The idea 
that some men btive tho right to prevent 
other men forming auch opinions aa aeem beat 
to them on the subject of religion, appears 
to be hidden noder what moat people say 
one thinks aboab rollKiona differenoea. This 
showa that the old spirit of intoloranoe is 
not yet departed. We eeo it burating out 
now and thon where its ezlatence could 
hardly be Buapeoted. 

However, there ia thia to aay, moat peo- 
ple in theae days and In thia oountry have 
the grace or the enlightenment to be 
ashamed of any exhibition of intolerance. 
Nearly every one admits — in worde at any 
rate — that every one olae haa aa good 
a right to hia opiniona on religion 
as ho has. Admitting thia, thou it 
follows that eve^ one haa as good a 
right to have hia religious opinions and 
beliefa reapeoted aa everyone else haa. It is 
therefore as great an insult to ridicule what 
a man holds sacred in mattera of rollgion as 
in hia presence to make fun of hia personal 
appearanoe. A man has no more right to 
abuse and vilify another for the creed he holds 
than he has to alap hia faoe or to pull hts 
noae. Both are infringementa of rights 
which every man ia bonnd to reapeot and 
which every decent, v.'ell bohavod man will 
reapect. Tho man who wantonly attaoka 
an unoffending citi/.sn on the street Is, by all 
right-thinking citi/.sns, aeb down as a bully 
and a blackguard ; the man who inaulta hia 
neighbor on aooount of hia creed la made of 
even baaer material and la still leaa regard- 
ful of the righta of others. Aa overy man 
has a right to believe tho creed lliat appears 
to him most reasonable, so every man haa a 
right to have his opinions on religion re- 
spected by hia fellow-oitizcns. Thia should 
nob be forgotten.

Let us tako tho iodnx on diatribution 
since 1878, and first wo will tako the foreign 
trade index and ace whati ia tho fact with 
reference to that from 1S78 to 189,3. Wo 
Uad, sir, that tho exporta of Canada in 1878 
wore 871 000 000, and in 1893 they had 
risen to $118,000,000, an icorease of 66 por 
cent, nnderihe National policy. (Applause.) 
There ia alao that part of trade which oomea 
to ua, Ihe Importa from foreign conntriea — 
alao a measure and Index of the prosperity 
of n oountry. The imports to Canada In 
1878 ammiutod lo §81,000,000, and in 1893 
to Sl'2!), 000,000, an iuoreaee of 60 percent, 
in thu fame pariod. Taking the total trade 
together, that is, the foreien trade, tho 
imports and tho exporta, in 1878, we did 
business with foreign countries amounting to 
§153.000 000, whilst in 1893 wo did a busi- 
neas ol $247,000,000, an increase of 65 per 
oent, in tho total foreign trade of the ooun- 
try in tliut time. Well, eir, there in alao 
annlhor iudcx; of tho diatribu r.ion of trado. 
It, ia tho irri;;rn, th.-i uliips which frequent 
(;ur portn, the ruihvayii v.hicli diotnbute 
tliouii producia from one part of tho country 
to anotlr r If you tako the B0!k tonnage 
alone, in 1S7S there were l),.')UU,UOU touu eii- 
tor..d and ulmiro,) from Canada. In 189;! 
there wuru 10,500,000 tons, an increase! of 00 
por cent, in tho poriofl. Tako the ooaating 
trade. Tho ^nnuugo which entered and 
cleared in |LS7S was 1 1,001), Odd tons, and in 
18!).'i it had increaaed to '_'1,.")00 000 tona, an 
ijcroasuof 110 percent, in that period. That 
ia V. ith rcfi^reuoo to thu foreign trado. 

S'juintimob you m^ike t:hQ mlatako of look 
ing entirely at tho foreign trado, believing 
tl'at it ia tiio great indtx of tho country'a 
buainoaa life. It ia one, and an uiierriug 
iudi X ; but) another groat teat of every 
oountty'a prosperity ia the internal trade 
which ia carried on between ono part of tho 
country and another. Now, then, what are 
the indioationa of that inland trade, if you 
tako tho inland water tonnugo 1 In 1878 
there wore 5.000.000 toua entered and 
cleared at the inland ports of Cinada, and 
in 1893 theae had inoreaeed to 8,000 000 
tons, an inoreaae of 60 por cent. Rail 
waya are the other great diatributor. 
In 1878 there were 6,484 miles of railway 
in Canada ; in 1803 they had inoreaaed to 
15,000 miles, an inoreaao of 120 per cent 
(Applauae ) What are these railways built 
for ? For oarrylnt; people and freight. In 
1878 they carried 6 000.000 psssengojs ; in 
1893 they carried 13 600.000 pisanngora, 109 
per cent, of un increase. Ia 1878 'hoy car 
ried 8,000 000 tons of freight ; in 1893 they 
Cirried 000,000 tona, an increase of lUO 
per cent, in that period. In the c»nal car 
rying trade there has alao been a measurable 
proportion of inoreaao. You must also 
remember that tho diatribution can bo 
effected by other mochaniam. There ia, 
for instance, tho banking institutiona and 
the circulation of bank notea. In 1878 the 
bunk circulation, not taking into account 
the Government notea, waa f I !), 000,(100, and 
in 1893 it had been riiHod to $31,000,000, an 
incroaao of SO por oent. in that time. 
There ia no more unerring testimony to tho 
business activity of a people than the circu- 
lation of specie or bank notoa by which that 
busineaa ia carried on. Wo might alao tako 
the telegraphic system and the poat-oflico 
bueineaa. They have inoreaaed, aa well as 
the export trade of the Dominion of Canada.

CANADA'S PROGRESS. 

Those who lisbon to the jeremiads of Lib- 
eral orators and road the blue-ruin articica 
in tho Liberal papers would bo apt to con- 
cliido that thia Dominion, under tlie Na- 
tional Policy, had niado no progreea, that 
inetead of going forward since 1878 tho ooun- 
try bad retrograded. In fact, the more 
reckleaa of the Grit oratora and writera aay 
thia in diatiuob terma. What thoy say is, 
of courae, not true, bub it is said in such a 
confident manner that a good many havo 
oome to believe that there ia somo truth in 
it. Tho Gritu, they aay, cinnot bo such atro- 
oioua and auoh foolish liara aa to atate aa 
true what oan eaaily be disproved. Thoy 
forget that tho oratora and writers oaloulato 
that of every hundred who hoar tho false 
atatemonts and believe them to bo Irue, not 
ten will see their eiposuro. They conclude 
that the balance will live and vote in Ihe 
comfortable aasuranoe that the Dominion 
under Conaervative rule haa for the last 
acvontoeu years been going to the dogs, and 
that, if Mr. Laurior and hia Grita do not 
prevent it, it will get there In a very ehort 
time. If tho Liberals can only keep up thio 
(loluaiou for u few rnonlha thoy believe that 
they will stand some chance of being elevat- 
ed to power. 

The Conservatives, hoivovor, aro deter- 
mined that if the delusion ia not disaipntod 
it will not bo their fault.

FORTY EIGHTH DAY. 

TiioiwDAV, Feu. 7, 1895.

SIIIP-llUIL«I.NO. 

Mr. Booth moved : " Whereas the lum- 
beriDg interest of this province labors under 
aorious diaadvantagoa, owing to a want of 
properly oonstruoted vetsela to carry the 
lumber to the markola of the world ; iron 
veesela which no;v monopolize the oarryiag 
trade being unsuitable for the stowage cf 
lumber and timber of large dimoQaiona ; 
and whereas thia province abounds in 
{oreata of timber of the best <iuality for 
ah.5p building purpoaes, and it ia dcairoble to 
utilize thie timber in the oonatruotion of 
wooden veesela adapted to the lumber oarry- 
leg trade by the oatubliahmout of ship- 
building yarda within tho provinoo whore 
■noh vesaela may be constructed and 
equipped; and whereas the ealablUhment 
Ot the Bhip-bailding industry would greatly 
atimnlate every braooh of trade, create a 
large damaad for labor and add to the pub- 
lio revenue : Bs it therefore resolved, that 
the LieateiiRDt-6overnor,in Counoil be re- 
quested to oonaider and adopt suoh 
means ai mty be deemed best 
to insure the eatabtiahment bi a ship- 
building indnatry in the previnoe," The 
mover contended in favoc of the greater anit- 
ability of ^wooden veaaola than thoae made 
of iron, for the pnrpoaeof carry log lumber, 
and ezprestod the opinion that on acoount 
of tho great distanoo of tho markets from 
tho pliico of production of our lumber, aomo 
apecittl effort should be made to cncouri-go 
tho building of wooden ahipa in tho pro- 
vince. 

Mr. Skmlik raiaed tho point of order 
that this resolution involves a charge upon 
the revenue, and therefore can only proper- 
ly bo introduced with the consent of the 

crown. 

TiiK Si'HAKEH SFvid if tho words "and 
adopt " were struck out of tho reoolution it 
would not bo out of order, and llio words 
were accordingly struck out. 

Mil Skmi.i.v opposed the resolution, 
claiming that since British Columbia lumber 
cannot compote with that from Wuahiugton 
in many places in tho interior of thia pro- 
vince, it ia uaolesa to attempt thua to bolator 
up ehipbuildicg. 

Mk KniiKT sympsithiacd with tho mover 
of tho reaolution, but could not assist him in 
placing the province where other countries 
left off about twenty-five years ago. He 
pointed out that wooden shipbuilding has 
been abandoned almost everywhere, and ho 
thought there would bo fewer woodon rhipa 
built) in the next five years than had been 
conatruoted in tho five years past. His ex- 
perience has been that it ia almost impossible 
for wooden ahipa such as oontcmplated by 
tha resolution to oompoto with iron vc»>9ula 
for the carrying trade of tho world. Some 
years ago there waa a coed dei^l of woodon 
shipbuilding on Puget jdouod to accommo- 
date tho carrying trade of the U. S. coast, 
which can only be carried on by vessels of 
n. 8. register, but there, as everywhere 
else, the indnatry has f illen o£f of lato years. 
He thought it would be neither a kindneaa 
to the oountry nor to iboae who propose to 
go into the basineas to encoaraga the build- 
ing of these ships by any other aid than 
that afforded by the trade and com- 
merce of the world to the ahips 
best adapted to carry it on. He denied 
tt at wooden ahips have either in carrying 
capacity, strength or otherwiae, any advan- 
tage over iron, the very converse being tho 
case. When an industry of thia kind has 
to be undertaken by any country, it should 
not begin whore others aro leaving off, but 
should start on the most modern lines, and 
for thia and other roaaons atated he could 
not eupport tho reaolution. 

After further diacaesion the resolution 
was put and loat.

Mr Martin resumed hla remarks 
on the motion for the second reading of tho 
Sunday obaervanoe bill, which he considered 
is not rf quired and should not be passed. 

Dr. Vi ALKEH spoke in support of the 
bill though he would like to see it amended 
in some renpcca. 

Hon. C(ii. IIaicku certainly wished to aee 
Sunday properly oh-served, but he felt that 
there must bo a groat d/irerenco in tho 
opinions of the members of the houao as to 
what conatiluioa proper ohaorvanco. He did 
not think wo could poeaibly have ii butter 
Sunday lnw than that of tho Oli Country, 
which wo now havo in force, and therefore 
ho did uni wish to aeo thia bill piiased. 

Ho.N'. Mn TiiKNUii said ho wuh glud to 
see that the hon. mombor for South Xa- 
naimo at leuat ia prepared to keep iho Sab- 
bath, but liko that hnu. gontleni'in he found 
some parts of tho bill which ho could not 
support. Ho did not think it proper to 
provide tint everyone must bo hliut up in 
town acd not bo allowed to gut cut into tho 
country on Sunday or any other day. He 
thought tliero ought to bo a dny of reat, but 
the rational oej jymonta of tho people should 
not bo interfered with. Ho rid not want 
to vote against the aooond reading, but if 
all tho objectionable featurts are struck out 
Id commiueo thero will bo hanlly auylhing 
left. 

Mu HuNTKR supported tho bill which ho 
thought would be for tho advantage of 
every person in British Columbia. 

Cait. Irvino opposed the bill on princi- 
ple, oontenoing that every man should be 
allowed to do as he pleasos, within reason- 
able bounds, on Sunday or any other day. 

Mr Graham could see no reason why 
this bill should not go into committee ; and 
contended that while, aa no doubt ia tho 
case, nil tho members of tho house would be 
loath to Bay that thoy are not Chriatiuna, 
they should assist in securing the observ- 
anco of this Christian institution. Ho 
thought it neceaeary that there should bo 
some restraint put upon men with reapeot 
to tho Sabbuth, just as with respect to tho 
liquor truHio. 

Mil. I5uAi)KN could not support tho bill, 
wiiich ho thought would take away righ'B 
from ft groat U}anv of his constituents who 
do pot agree with it. Ho inatancod tho 
Seventh Day Advontists and tho Jowe, 
whoso Sabbath day is Saturday, and ho 
tliought it oven more oironsivo for thislogia- 
laturo to propose such a law than it was for 
.Mr. Heath to do aa he did In the aohool the 



othor day. He objsotoJ to tho propoaition 
of tho introducer of thia bill that this houae 
ehould go back to the time of Moaea, aa he 
thought our ideas should be more advanced. 

Mil. WiLUAMS agreed with the prlnciplo 
of tho bill, whloh he thought is not nearly 
00 stringent in ita terms us tho lavr now in 
force in this province, or aa tho Ontario act. 
Ho thought that one day of rest ehould bo 
observed, ond that every man in tho prov- 
ince, ijhelher he he Jew or G entile, should 
be compelled to observe our day. If ho 
does not like our laws he need not stay in 
the country. 

Major Mctteii opposed the bill, holding 
that those who are to blame for the deaecra- 
tion of tho Sabbath are the very miniaters 
of the goipel ; and that if they, and the 
hon. gentlemen in the houao who favor thia 
bill, and tho men and women who have 
signed petitiona in favor of it, would aot a 
good example, thero would bo no neooaaity 
for auoh a bill, So long aa the preaenC law 
Is on the statute book be aaw no necessity 
for another aot. He quite agreed that those 
who oontcientionsly observe another day as 
their Sabbath should not be punished if they 
do not also obaarve Sunday in a manner not 
according to their beliefs. 

Mr. Rooers objected to any legislation in 
this direction, though he had been brought 
up to believe in the Sabbath and tried to ob- 
ecrvo id as far ha he posaibly could. He 
thought the Sabbath is plainly desecrated by 
thoae who work their poor horses hard all 
the week and then drive them seven or oight 
miles to ohurch on Sunday. He thought 
that it is the duty of the ministers to edu- 
cate the people up to a proper observanoe of 
the Sabbath, and not for the house to com- 
pel them to be religious by legialation. 

Mr MoPubr90N wiahed to aee the bill go 
into committee. 

Mil Bhvdkm intended to vote for tho aoo- 
ond reading of the bill, which could bo 
amended in comniittco to niuko it innro ac- 
ceptable. Ho thought that tho wnrUingnian 
is especially iuterualed in joaloualy guarding 
tho Sabbath as u day of rest, because other- 
wiae the time may come when he may havo 
to work seven days for six days pay. 

Mr. Bitubt had heard nothing from any 
supporter of the bill showing the neoessity 
for ita introduotion. Speaking from hia own 
knowledge ho must say that wherever he 
has been in thia piovinco ho haa aeen Sun- 
day well and properly observed. The 
churches are well attended, the places of 
buaincss are closed up, and the people pro- 
ceed decoroualy and without annoyance to 
their places of worabip. He could inatance 
Viotoria aa a place where, under the prcaont 
law, tho Sabbath is observed with the greot- 
eat degree of propriety. He noticed that 
tho bills of thia deaoription have year after 
year been proposed by tho members from 
Now Weatmlnater, which would point to 
tho Inferenco that that placo muat have bo- 
come much more disorderly on tho Sabbath 
day than it waa some yeara ago when he 
resided thero. (Hear, hear, ) It struck him 
when ho heard the hon. gentleman (Mr. 
Kennedy) refer to the proper exceptions to 
tho proviniona of Iho bill, that that gentle- 
man showed a grout deal of aolfiah- 
noBD, for ho said it ia an outrage 
that harbor shopa should bo open on Sunday, 
while he considered it a matter of necessity 
that reatauranta ahall bo kept open. It is 
evident to all that the hon. gentleman haa 
no neoeaaity himself for a barber shop on 
that day, while he baa for a reatnuront, and 
therefore he would deny to others anything 
ho happens not to require himself. (Hear, 
hear.) If wo are to have a proper ohaorv- 
anco of the Sabbath, and are to become as 
good aa wo ought to be, and to follow the 
example of our Saviour, wo should not at- 
tempt to make ourselves and our families 
good by act of parliament, but in an entirely 
different way. Let those who feel called 
upon to take an active part ia this regard 
show by their teaohinga and preachings, by 
precept and example, anch a apirit of good- 
ness that there will be no deeire on tho part 
of the puhlio to oommit deaecration 
of the Sabbath day. If they 
woul.'i begin In that way they would 
acoompliahed more. If tha hon. gentleman 
who introdnoed thia bill had been petfeotly 
honeat with the houae, and bad aald that it 
haa a special parpoae, he would have ad 
mired him more. Xhore ia in it a olanae rela. 
ti ve to Sunday exoaraiona whioh he believed is 
the mainspring of the whole thing — the prin 
cipal reason for tho introduotion of tho bill 
Ho believed Sunday oxcuraiona to be unde 
sirable in aomo waya, but ho asked how many 
do wo have in thia provinoo and what harm 
haa come from Ihum? What harm is it to 
allow tho poor workman — for whom every 
body is accustomed to cxpreaa ao much 
commiaeration — to bo ablo to go in 
to tho country and broatlio tho fresh 
air in company with hia wife and 
family ? Unfortunately tho workman has 
too many days if rest just now, but In ordi 
nary times it ia a grout relief to him to he 
able to have auoh an outing on Sunday, 
whioh day perhaps affords him tho only 
opportunity ho can have from one your'a end 
to the other. There are times when there 
ia no great harm in Sunday excuraiona, and 
when they may be a great boon to the oom 
munity. He had no objeotion to having the 
bill get a aeoond reading, but if it goea to 
committee he hoped it would come out much 
improved in tone and in every other way ; 
and he hoped, too, that the hon. member tor 
Now Weswminater may not feel sorry that 
he has brought Ic into the houao. 

Ho.N'. Mil Davie roao to give hia reasons 
for voting for tho a-'scond reading of thia 
bill," but « .1 would bo shown by In.) ucts in 
committee lio did not ugreo with ita entire 
contents, nor wouKl he liold hinnolf responBi- 
blo f,)r ila preairdjle, upon which tho lean 
a-iiil lit prcacnt perhaps tho botler. 
Uo agreed with tho hon. member 
for Curiboo (Mr, Rogers) that this 
matter should bo dealt with entirely 
upon ita meriU, and that no ono in the 
house or out of it should bo perinittod to en- 
force hia own particular roligiouo crololiots 
upon tho community. Tho houhj shiadd 
approach thia matter in a broad opirit, look- 
ing only towards tho condort and well bein;; 
of humanity. That thoro should bo ono day 
of rest each week no one will deny for u 
moment, but ho diaagreed with those who 
would forco upon tho community their 
views of how and when that day ahould bo 
obnorved — who by carry log out tho letter 
would violate tho spirit of tho teachings 
whloh thoy advocate. Ho would not, for 
instance, pen up io tho cities the women 
and children who having no carriages of their 
own cannot get outalda the oity oonfinea on 
Sunday except fn thct public oonveyanocs. 
Tho day oonld not be said to be 
ono of reat when the people were 
compelled to remain indoors or to walk the 
etroets, when they cannot aee the beauties 
of nature or get a. mouthful of fresh air. 
No man should for hia own good work more 
than aix days out of seven, and thu 
various methods of oonveyunoo could bo 
regulated ao aa not to transgroan that prin- 
ciple, relays of men buing eniployed for tho 
purpose. Holding theao viowa, ho did not 
oonaider that ho would nut inconaiatcntly in 
voting for tho aecond reading of the bill, 
beoauao the Sunday luwa at proaent in forco 
certainly require rnviaion, being obaolet ) 
and ef auch a nature that no ono would 
think of trying to give effect to them. Ho 
oonaidercd it advisablo to legislato on thia 
matter, particularly as tho city councils 
aeom to bo afraid of or timid about doaling 
with it. He truatod, however, that lu com- 1

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 

of Victoria to Borrow tho Sum of 
.^120,000 in Anticiiiation of tlio Re- 
ceipt of ita Hovoimo for tho Year 
1896. 

WiiBRBAB by virtue of the Mnnloipal Aot, 
1892, and Amending Acta, every mnntolpality 
may under the oonditton<< contained therein, 
borrow from any person auoh sum of money 
not oxceodu g, however, nn amount equal to 
aovonly-llve por cent, of tho amount of taxes 
collected during the previous year (IfcSl) of tho 
sum that waa levied iliat year by a general 
rato upon land, improvements or real prop 
orty In tho municipality, and bonring auch rato 
of interest aa may bo roiuiaito, to meot tho 
current legal oxpondlLnro of tho Corporation, 
which bocoinca payable out o{ the annual 
rovcnuo before tho rovonuo for the year be- 
comes payable by tho tax payora ; 

And whkukas eovonty-nvo per cent, of th 
amount of uixoa upon land, Improvomonta o 
real property, collected during iho year IKd, of 
the aiim that waa levied that year by a general 
rato upon land, Improvcmontaor real property, 
waa912i,390.13; 

And wherbas to meot the current legal ox. 
pendlturo t f tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for tho year ISO.'i. payable out of tho 
annual revenue, before suoh rovonuo for such 
year becomes payable by the tox payers. It la 
reaiiisito for tho said Corporation to liorrow 
tho aum of 9120,000; 

TiiEHSFORK the Mnoiolpal Counoil of the 

Corporation of tho City of Vlotorlo onactaaa 
follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of tho City ot Viotoria by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon 
tho credit of the aald Corporation from any 
person or peraona, Arm or firms, oorporalioa or 
corporatlona who may bo wlUInK to advance 
tho same, the sum ot (120.100, in auoh amounta 
nrd at such Umes asaubjeot aa hereinafter pro 
vlded the same may In tho opinion of tho 
Mayor and the Flnaaoe Committee ot tho 
Conncll bo required, bearing interoat at a 
rate not exceeding five per oentnm per annum. 

Bee. 2. The money ao borrowed ahall be ex' 
ponded in defraying the ourront legal expanses 
of tho aald Corporation for the year 1895, and 
ahall, together with tho interoat thoroon, bo 
ro payablo and repaid to tho lender or lenders 
thorcof, on or before the Slat day of Decomber, 
1895, out Of the municipal revenue for the aaid 
year. 

Sec. 3. Tho amount ao borrowed and Interest 
thorcon shall bo a liability of the aaid Corpora' 

tlon payable out ot tho municipal rovonuo for 
current year 1S9,), and the form of obligation to 
bo given as acknowlodgniont of such liability 
shall bo a proniisaors' nolo or notes to the sidd 
lender or lenders an i ho aurna may bo rf qnlfo 
Hignod by Ihu .Mayor and Uio FlnancoConiniltt 
and tho Clork of iho aUd Corporation, and 
bearing iho soul of tho aald Corporation, all of 
which notCB shall bo mode payable on or bo 
fore tho3lBt Decombor, 1895, and shall contain 
a clause that the liability of the aald Corpora 
lion Incurred by aald promlsaory note or notes 
ahall bo a liability payable out of tho municipal 
rovonuo for tho current year 1805.

piano tho blocks to fit tho slopo of tho 
trnuk. They shonld bo bo placed as to 
rest against tho wooden cleats across tho 

top. A.'i tho t!iblo must always bo lifted 
from tho trunk whenever cuo wi.slics to 
uso it, Kueli clothiiiji as will not bo fro- 
•qnontly needed .should bo kopt thoro. 

If tlio trunk is required for constant 
nse, tho table is out of tho question, but 
a pretty chintz cover may bo niado for 
it and slipped over tho trunk, accordiuK 
to a plan illustrated and dost^i-ibeil for 
'The Ilinisi'lu'lil : rileasuro tho top, cut 
thoniatorial to correspond and border it 
with a box plaited rnifle abont three 
inches wide. Under this gather a deep 
flounco reaehiiif:; to tho floor and coni- 
,plete!j- hilling tlio trunk. Sew strong 
tapes to the tuj) of tlii.s flounce, under- 
neath at thu four corners, and insert 
small .screw eyes in tho trunk to tio 
them to. In tlii.s way tlio lid may Ijo 
rai.sed without reniovin;,' tlio cover. Tlio 
screw eyes will not inar tho trunk ami 
can be easily removed when packed for 
traveling. 

To Holl or Not to Uoll. 

Boiling is a branch of culinary art 
that is understood by comparatively few 
xsooks, although it is generally supposed 
to bo the most siinplo form of cookery 
known. It is a fact in kitchens where 
tho cook understands her business ac- 
tual boiling as applied to moats very 
larely occurs, excepting for a few min- 
utes at a time, and then at the begin- 
ning of cooking. When those few niin- 
utcs aro over, tho aim of tho es.porieuced 
cook is to keep meats that aro to bo 
boiled from boiling and to lot thorn 
simmer until dono, for as surely as tho 
meat boils it will be spoiled. The New 
York Tribune s.ays that the following is 
a good rule for boiling: 

Frosh meats, fro.sh poultry, fresh fish, 
all alike, should bo plunged into iia 
much boiling water as will cover them. 
Boil quickly three or four minutes in 
tho case of meat, one minute in the case 
of fish. Then draw tho kottlo back, add 
a littlo cold water to rodnco tho boat, 
and keep it covered, and lot tho contents 
simmer only until done. The quick boil- 
ing "sets" the surface of tho meat, 
which keeps in tho flavor and goodnes.s, 
while tho inner i)ortion is gontlj- cooked 
until dono. This is all tho "boiling" 
needed. When really boiled, fresh meat 
is tough and flavorless, so that to "boil" 
meat successfully it should not be boil- 
ed at all. That fresh meat should in- 
variably be put into boiling water and 
salt meat into cold is another rule wort:h 
joniemberiiig. Salt should alway.s bo 
added to tho water for fresh meats. 





Cologne 9Iado at Ilonie. 

Cologne is quito oxponsivo when pur 
chased outright. A better article may 
bo niado at homo than that which is 
bought at tho drug store, and with lit- 
tlo trouble and cxponso. Hero is a recipe 
for making it from Good Housekeeping: 
Thoroughly' dissolve a fluid dr:uii each 
of tho oils of borgainot, orango and rose- 
mary, witii half a dram of neroli, -1 
drops of tho essence of lemon and a pint 
of rectified spirits. If this is subsequent- 
ly distilled, it makes a perfect cologne, 
but it becomes exceedingly fine after 
having been tightly stopped and kepi, 
two or three months. 

Another cologne, to use as toilet wa- 
ter, is loss expensive than the foregoing; 
Oil of borgamot, lavender mid lemon, 
e:i('li I dram; oil of rose and jasmine, 
e:i(:h ]Odri)ps; essence of ambergris, 10 
drops; sjiirits of wine, I pint. Mi.x and 
keep well tork(!d.

Omaha, Neb., Feb. 7.— The atorm still 
rag^a here, slightly losa than yesterday. 
The mercury stood at IS below zero thia 
morniug. In other parta of the atato it 
stood at from '20 to 2>S below. At Custer, 
S. D., it reglateicd [32 to 48 below this 
morning. There ia no inoreaecd snowfall 
and not aa much wind today. Tho trains 
were all late, aomo being 10 to 15 hours bo- 
hind. Tho Wabash pusaonger waa stuck iu 
a Missouri snowdrift for several hours.

7.— Eantorn Colorado re- 
ports a blizzard with great Buffering among 
the destitute inhubilanta on isolated farms. 
The thermometer haa been below zero for 
two daya. 

Hasiinos, Neb. Feb. 7. — Reports reached 
here to-nighb chat a family in this county 
had perished from loold last night.

According to 
reports the father bad gone to the village of 
Juniata for provisions, but waa overtaken 
by the blizzard and froze to death, and his 
family periahed during his absence.

such piccii or parcel of land, and iu oaloulat- 
ing tho number of these onttblod to vote 
under tho proviainns of this aob tnoh pro- 
prietors shall be cnuntod ail only one pro- 
prietor." Agreed to. 

COAL MINES BEOniVATION. 

The boose went into oommittee on the 
coal mines regnlation bill, Mr. Booth in the 
chair. 

Hon, Mr. Davib, upon the clause pro- 
viding for an examination by tho inapeotor 
of any person represented to be dangerous, 
on the complaint of any three miners, 
whether employed in the same mine or not, 
said it seemed to him that this io an alto- 
gether unreasonable provision, and had he 
not unfortunately been out of the house 
when the aeoond reading was under discus- 
olon ho would then have strongly piotested 
aguiiidL it:. Ho thought tliiit the present act 
fully moots the neccsaitiea of tho case, 
and ho would liko to know what 
prompted tho introduction of litis bill, 
whether there haa been any request 
for ib, and whether there ia any 
precedent for Iho objoctionablo provision, iu 
Englund or elsewhere whore they have had 
more experience 1 li in has been posaiblo in 
British Columbia. Ho quite agreed that 
thia feature ia very objectionable to and 
ngainst the interosta of tho mine owners, 
making them liablo to intoifoionco on tho 
piirt of any throe employes of a hoatilo 
mine. 

Mr. Buyden' alao wished to have tho 
necessity for tho bill explained. Ho oon- 
sidored that there is nothing whatever to 
show that there ia any likelihood of danger 
from tho employment of undesirablo mon, 
aa the mauugera and foromoo take every 
precaution to ensure safety. 

Mr. McGregor aaked why there waa 
auoh opposition to the bill if there is not 
likely to be any cause for pntting it into 
operation. 

Hon. Col. Bakeb said he certainly oould 
not voto to pass this section ; and it did 
seem to him that there must be something 
behind this bill which haa not been told to 

tho house. 

Mil. Hunter wanted to known what la to 
be done with the mincra challenged while 
their caee is being inquired into. If they 
are stopped working, tho prooeodlnga may 
o.xtend over nine months or a year, during 
which time they will bo forced to bo idlu. 
Ho could stop every coal mine in tho prov- 
iuco wilhiu a week from tho passage of this 
act, if ho were ao inclined. Ho moved an 
ainendiiient providing that tho complaint 
acted upon ehall bo that of three miners em- 
ployed in tho inine atr(!0ted. 

Mr. Forater and Dr. Walkem apoke in 
support of tho bill. 

Hon. Mu. Pjolkv said It is quite well 
known thub the bill emanated from a Bocioty 
of tho union miners at Niiualmo, between 
whom and the Now Vancouver collieries 
there has been very much ill fooling. The 
offeob of it would be simply to oloeo up all 
tho mluea of the island, because if one com- 
pany wore attacked they would of course re- 
taliate in kind upon the other, with the re- 
sult that our most valuable indnatry would 
be seriously hampered if not crippled. He 
asked where baa the danger been shown, 
where have the aooideata happened, to jus- 
tify placing the Interests of a mine-owner 
ia the banda of three hoatile minera. He 
knew where the bill oame from the moment 
be saw it— he knew Ib came from the union 
at Nanaimo. 

Mb. McUreoor denied thia, stating that 
tho first man who saw the bill after ib was 
completed was tho member for North Nan- 
aimo. Ho had not shown it to tho union un- 
til after it waa inlrodticed hero. Until then 
tho union knew nothing of tho bill, which 
was drawn up hero in Victoria. 

The amendment by Mr. Hunter waa ofter 
long discussion lost on division of 14 to \5. 
Tho Boction waa adopted on the same divi 
sion reversed. 

An amendment by Mr. ICborls providing 
that the peraonn making complaint ahall f;lve 
security for tho payment of wages lost; by 
persona complained againnt if such complaint 
be found to he unwarranted, was curried on 
divialoii of 14 to 1."!. Another amendment 
by Mr. Eberts providing that under similar 
circumstancrs tho part ios acking for an arbi 
tratiou shull bo charged with tho expense 
and losa involved waa also carried.
